Announcement at the acreage 
goal of soybeans in the United 
States fo 1942 has been set at D,- 
000,000 illustrates a welcome trend, 
War reverses have brought home 
in startling fashion that the U. 

is not self-sufficient, The 
velopment of the soybean crop, 
from 2,000 acres in 1909 to 5,500,- 
000 in 1941, indicates that a good 
start has been made toward mak- 
ing it so in one respect. Still not 
enough research had been done in 
advance of the present emergency, 
not enough machines built to per- 
mit maximum use of this remark- 
able legume,
